It has beon said that it is easier to 
pull down than to build ap. Tbis 
IB equally iruo whether applied to sye- 
tems or to material strnoiures. How 
mooh easier it is to JMm dowii than" to 
build np. Obrist Charoh took years to 
build, and cost, wearo told, well nif.'h 
eiphtocQ thouFaiid doliurs. Two liourn 
snfficod to reduce it to a Braouldenng 
mass of charred sticks and ashes I That 
Tenerabie pile, around which bo muny 
iacrod memorioB clustered, pasoed 
ftiray like a t^badow, fit em^olciii of -ui- 
maulilo. But, let the dead bnry their 
dtad; it i« wiib tho livini,' " c luivo iio^v 
to do. Arise and lot us re-builii ibo 
temple. To do tbisshonld not ouly be 
' esteemed es a sacred duty but a hifih 
.honor. What greater honor could be 
conferred upon man llinu to build a 
temple for tho Lord of Jlosis to dwell 
in ? To such an honor David, King of 
Israel, ai-pired, but it was reserved to 
his less 'impulsive and wayward son, 
Solomon. As our readers ore already 
aware, active steps are beinf; taken fur 
re-building Christ Ohurcli Cutbedial. Ii 
will readily bo imagined tha'. it is 
conietnphition to rear on the biiau'''u' 
Bite recently occupied by tlio old w^'dun 
pile a Blruoiure worthy of tho colony, 
and adopted to the wants o*' '•''e cuy 
for mauy years to cortio. It is, ot 
course, to be of stone ; w-^ iiudersland 
that it is intended (0 iT'O the excellenl 
and beautiful Irecstom. oi Mayno Island. 
The probable cost ol the cew cathedral, 
when complete, is roughly esiimuttd 
al $200,000. It will scarcely bo necess 
sary for us to soy that it is not in con„ 
Vemplaiion to undertake tho immediaie 
ooDstruciion of the or.tiro edifice. One 
section it is propo.sed will bo built 
now. Tho plans will ba prepared with 
tbis view, so that a building, complete, 
symetriual, spacious, ma^Bivo, iiupos 
ing, snch a calhednil, in short, as YiO- 
toria of fitly or a hundred years hiuou 
may h^ok to and worship in with |)ur- 
donable pride, can bo completed at 
need, and as the means and i pp' rianiiy 
lofl^r. yet so 'that ibe completeness and 
architectural beauty of the ediiice shall 
in no way be sacrificed. Thus it may 
truly bo naid of die present moveuien; 
that we build for future generations. In 
the abtenco of any very aecuiate datn, 
it is presumed that the seoiion propo^i d 
to be built DOW w ill. cost ftbottt *50,000 
It will harjily I'e necessary to Btaio ibai 
tho Committee will, after all. bo com- 
pelled to cut, the coat according to the 
cloth,— that they wi'l. in fuel, have to 
bo guided very much by the amount 
placed at their disposal, in deciding tho 
cb« racier of tbe atiuotare they will 
raise. Our local readers need not to be 
(old that at leai^t oho moiety of this 
amount must come from abroad; for, 
however willing the fnends of the 
church within the colony may bo, it i-< 
perfectly clear that neither their numbers 
nor their wealth would justify iheexptc- 
tation tbot, in such pinching times as 
these, anything like $50,000 could be 
realized from local effort for the re- 
building of a sinfzlo church, Yol wo 
would wish to impress this upon the 
minds ot the colonists : We must iiot 
expect help from abroad unless we first 
evince a wil iogness to help ourMolves ; 
and in proportion us wm prove our will- 
iDgQess to do this may we exp"ot as- 
eihtance from abroad. Indeed it wonid 
not bo very crudiiab'c to the Colony 
woro wo to rest content witt. a puluy 
effort, and appeM to the people at Homu 
to bear the chief burden, we ourstlvet* 
doing little more than tonchinj it, so 
to speak, with our litllu tinker. Th" 
result liimtd at, con^dered altogeilKjr 
apart from its moio Hurred pli:i-e, in 
worthy u( dillorent conduoi ou our part. 
It is proposed 10 place upi>o the mo- 1 
beauiilul and oominauding site in iho 
city a cathedral whiih, viewod merely 
iti the light ot its architectural atirac- 
tivenesH, will constiiu'o tliu ii\ ->U pro- 
minent louture of V.cioriii. Th Ii; ••■i 
to Catch the eye of ibo imniigrani, as hi;

Once fiot fa- 
cile means of communication eMtablished, 
there will be no great difficulty in turn- 
ing ibo tide of European emigration 
into the new channels thus opened up ; 
and onoo the lido is turned in, it will 
lie Roinething marvellous to see how 
quickly that vast region will be filled 
Looking at recent Ganadiau and Eog- 
lifh files, we find that there is a very 
gonsral awaking to the imporianeo of 
u;ili2nig European and o^pccially Brii>- 
lah ominrutiou in petipliiig tho broad 
aoros of the now Dominion. In JUng- 
land espocially, tho public iniodia at 
last beginning to discover that it is ih^ 
true policy of the nation to guide lis 
redundant population into colonial 
fields.

Looking IQ our own m >ro 
imuioijia'o interests, ttji* is, indeed, a 
ciieeriug pi ospeot for British Columbia. 
It has long been o jpceded by our most 
profound thinbera thit it is overland, 
and not by.,way of tho sea, wa pus. 
look for populaliou ; but men, sigbinj;, 
oxolaiiu, ''Not inourduy can wc os- 
pe t population lo roach as overland."
